1 . CONCESSIONS PERMIT RESUMPTION OF VIENNA TALKS

THE TALKS BROKE WHEN:

-THE CYPRUS NATIONAL COUNCIL AGREED FEBRUARY 9 TO DIS- 
CUSSION OF TERRITORIAL QUESTIONS AT VIENNA WHILE ABAN- 
DONING ITS EARLIER INSISTENCE THAT THE TURKISH SIDE 
OFFER TERRITORIAL PROPOSALS AT THE TALKS.

2. COD WAR: UK WOULD LIKE TO GET OFF THE HOOK 

EMBASSY LONDON HAS ANALYZED THE CURRENT VIEWS OF HMG TOWARD 
THE FISHERIES DISPUTE AND CONCLUDES THAT THE UK: 

-WANTS A FACE-SAVING WAY OUT OF THE CURRENT IMPASSE 
WHICH DEMONSTRATES AT LEAST SOME SIGN OF ICELANDIC 
FLEXIBILITY; 

WILL NOT UNCONDITIONALLY SURRENDER ITS INTERESTS 
SOLELY TO SAVE ICELAND'S MEMBERSHIP IN NATO; 

WILL BE KEENLY SENSITIVE TO ANY INCREASED PRESSURE 
FROM LUNS, NATO OR THE US;

3. DEMIREL BESIEGED BY DOMESTIC WOES 

EMBASSY ANKARA SEES THE DOMESTIC CHALLENGES FACING PRIME 
MINISTER DEMIREL AS LIMITATIONS ON HIS FREEDOM TO CONDUCT 
FOREIGN POLICY. IN THE NEXT FEW MONTHS HIS GOVERNMENT WILL 
COME UNDER ATTACK FOR: 

-THE ALLEGED CORRUPTION OF GOVERNMENT MINISTERS; 

-THE INCREASED LEVEL OF CIVIL VIOLENCE; 

-THE FALTERING TURKISH ECONOMY. 

A BUDGET VOTE FEBRUARY 12 OR 13 WILL BE DEMIRET ,'S FIRST 
CONFRONTATION WITH THE OPPOSITION, WHICH FACES AN UPHILL 
STRUGGLE TO DEFEAT THE PROPOSAL. THE STAKES ARE HIGH. HOW-

4. SYRIA GIVES JORDANIAN MOVES PUBLIC BACKING 

EMBASSY DAMASCUS REPORTS THAT SYRIA HAS WEIGHED IN HEAVILY

DAN'S DECISIONS AFFECTING THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY AND THE

A THAI MFA OFFICIAL TOLD EMBASSY BANGKOK THAT MARCH 20 IS 
THE FINAL DATE FOR REACHING A PRELIMINARY UNDERSTANDING ON 
RESIDUAL FORCES. THE MEETING MADE CLEAR THAT: 

-FEBRUARY 29 IS NOT A DEADLINE, AND THE THAIS WILL 
NOT ASK THE US TO SUSPEND OPERATIONS ON THAT DATE PRO- 
VIDED WE HAVE REACTED TO THE THAI NOTE PROPOSING A SET 
OF PRINCIPLES PRELIMINARY TO AN AGREEMENT. 

-BY MARCH 20 THE THAI GOVERNMENT WANTS TO BE ABLE TO 
STATE EITHER THAT ALL US FORCES HAVE LEFT THAILAND OR 
THAT SOME NON-COMBAT FORCES REMAIN ON THE BASIS OF 
PRINCIPLES WHICH THE THAI PUBLIC WILL ACCEPT. 

-THE THAIS REIECT THE MILITARY ASSISTANCE AGREEMENT 
OF 1950 AS A BASIS FOR THE FUTURE STATUS OF US FORCES.
